Belgium, Feb. 2nd,, 1915, 


Of course it is pretty bard to keep 
clean on the job and when we come out 
of the trenches we are niud from top to 
toe and it takes some work to get clean 
again, Wegeta shave and hot water 
wash for two-pence at one of the local 
barber shops---not real ones---but any 
old man who can work a razor,and when 
he finishes soaping he is done and we 
have to do the rest, Also, needless to 
say, We are all more or less thickly pop- 
ulated with very unweléome visitors, 
Can’t escape them the way we live here, 
but_ like everything elee, we have to get 
used to it, 

Our regiment has had a few casualties, 
You haye probably ween that in the 
papers. Most of them occur going into 
and Soneing ott of the trenches, which 
has to be done very carefully. German 
snipers are fairly active from their own 
lines and keep us dodging. Of course 
we have snipers of our own who are do- 
ing good work and are making thin 
very interesting for the enemy. The 
fighting is confined mostly to the artillery 
and they are at it day and night. Shells 
of all kinds go over the trenches and 
sometimes the enemy take a few shots at 
us but none have done any damage in 
rai of the trenches. Our artillery is 
doing excellent work and, with the 
French, generally has the better of it. I 
can hear them banging away now as I 
write. Last night there was a lot of it 
with some heavy rifle fire and I thought 
there was something doing and we would 
ve called out as we were one night last 
week, but there was nothing doing for 
us and we kept to our straw. e are 
nent about three days rest in a reserve 

ere, 

I sippose things are pretty quiet in 
Alberta now and oil quite a thing of the 
past, What an excitement! What a 
termination! I also suppose quite a few 
fellows have enlisted from Bassans dis- 
trict for the different contingents. Guess 
the buncely now in England will be com- 
ing out before long and the other con? 
tingents in Canada will be leaving for 
England, where they will have the bulge 
on the rest of us by escaping the rain 
season, I shall always associate Englan 
with rain and mud,

Dear George: : 

I have been intending to write you for 
along time and certainly should have 
done so when in England, but you know 
how a tellow lets these things slip by. 

Well, since I saw you in Bassano on 
the occasion of our stop-over from Cal- 
gary I have covered quite a bit of laud 
and water, seer new and strange sights, 
been under fire a good many times and 
am still alive and well. You have prob- 
ably seen so many letters from England 
from our fellows that it would be useless 
for me to give you gny particulars of our 
stay there, sore say that it rained 
nearly all the time and we were in mad 
up to our necks, I spent my four days 
leave with relatives in Scotland and en- 
joyed the change from camp fare very 
much; but my cousin had just been lost 
in the Hawke disaster so it was a very 
quiet i 

I really saw very little of England as 
Twas only on leave once and we did 
most of our travelling at night. Salis- 
bury Plain is an awful place but Win- 
chester not too bad---one of those slow, 

uiet little English cathedral towns, It 

idn’t take us long to make our get-away 
from England via Southampton to France 
and .then we travelled from seaport up 
to about 20 or 25 miles front in horse 
cars on the French glade | 40 men to a 
small car, packed like sa: ines and most 
uncomfortable.

Russian Government to Have Monop-

The ways and means committee of 
the Russian Duma has unanimously 
resolved that the government declare 
a monopoly on tea, tobacco, oil, 
watches and insurance of all kinds, 
The resolution virtually assures the 
passage of the bill by the Duma, it Is 
etated. 

The bill declares that hereafter 
the things named shall form the basis 
of the government revenue, which 
heretofore has been derived from the 
monopoly on vodka and from an in- 
direct tax on corn necessities. 

In Odessa and in Nikolaiey, on the 
River Bug, the government has se- 
questered all the property of German 
stock companies, including factories, 
car lines, hotels and tenements.

TGax Enforcement Returns. 


The town of Bassano is about to 
proceed with the ‘‘tax enforcement 
returns’’ to relieve the present em- 


barrassment in the treasury depart- 
ment. As the proceedings do not 
appear to be generally understood, 
The Mail has compiled the following 
information on the subject. 

When the list of lands on which 
taxes have been allowed to accumu- 
late has been prepared the titles are 
searched and all parties who appear 
to hold interest therein are given 
sixty days’ notice and during this 
period they make restitution with 
practically no costs being added. 
It is during this sixty-day period 
that the tax enforcement returns 
are usually the most productive of 
pecuniary results. At the end of 
the term of notice the list of claims 
are submitted to a judge of the dis- 
trict court and disputes, if any, are 
passed’ upon and the list finally 
confirmed. This is where the costs 
begin to mount up. Last ‘year this 
amounted to $4.40 per lot. 

After confirmation the town is 
privileged to file a lien against the 
title. If this is not redeemed within 
one year town receives, upon appli- 
cation to the land titles office, an 
absolutely clear title to the lands. 
These properties may be disposed 
of at the discretion of the council, 
subject to the approval of the 
Minister of Municipal Affaire.

Todo long 
has farming been out of ‘‘class’’ 
and those engaged therein dubbed 
as hayseeds and mere laboring men. 
It is high time that farming ' was 
raised to a science and a profession 
and when such is the case there will 
be little need to worry over the 
economic cénditions of the country. 

Let us jump from the question of 
farming to that of advertising and 
its relative value in this campaign. 
** Advertising Does Not Sell Goods.’* 
That ig an accepted rule; but it 
creates a desire to buy, or a menta! 
familiarity, and is effective in mak- 
ing the sale of goods easy. In this 
‘Patriotism and Production’’ cam- 
paign the value of the advertising 
lies in the increased seriousness with 
which farming operations will be 
undertaken. Increased production 
will mean more money brought into 
the country, Therefor, a true pat- 
riot is the man who by the concen- 
tration of his efforts increases in 
efficiency through extended natural 
production, 


276 small irrigation projects covering an 
area of about 65,000 acrés, Some years 
ago, some stockmen in the district con+ 
ceived the idea of storing the flood water 
in the creeks that rise in the Cypress 
Hills, in reservoirs, atid, securing water 
rights from the Dominion Government, 
ran ditchings to various parts of their 
land to ensure the production of big 
crops of grass.

The British’ Admiralty intentiunatly 
published false news about the meas- 
urements of the guns of these ships, 
especially that statement that the In- 
vincible type would have a displace- 
ment of only 15,000 tons. Thereupon 
the plans of construction of the Bluch- 
er were settled upon the basis of 
a displacement of 16,000 tons. 

“When it afterwards turned out that 
the Invincible type had a displacement 
of over 20,000 tons and heavy batter- 
les of eight 12 inch guns, no change 
was possible and one could only take 
the Blucher as she was. So she re- 
mained the only representative of her 
type and it was only with her succes- 
sor, the Van der Tann that the series 
begins of those admirable German 
battle cruisers which were rightly 
famous throughout the whole world.”

Nay, they are like- 
ly to forget how wicked the old fellow 
was, and even to look upon him as 
good, glowing almost with canctity in 
comparison with what has come after 
him, With Abdul Hamid as a symbol 
they may some day rise embattled 
against ambitious warlike Enver and 
other Young Turkish war lords and 
declare that corruption and sloth, of 
the well known Abdul Hamid kind, 
are, preferable to the carnage of bat- 
tles and continual striving for no 
Turk knows what, 

So it may appear advisable “or Fn- 
ver, who is no person of fine scruples, 
to invite Abdul Hamid to depart, to 
leave the earth altogether. 

For these many years Abdul Hamid 
has been as good, or as bad, as dead. 
They kept him at. alonica for a time, 
with reduced harem and rather nig- 
gardly allowance. After the Balkan 
wars they took him to Constantinople 
and established him there. But at 
Constantinople he was too visible, too 
likely, to be a reminder of the gcod 
bad old times. So they dragged him 
away somewhere into the hinterland 
at Anatolia and bade him efface him- 
self. Effacement has been accomplish- 
ed, one would believe, without any 
homicidal act, as yet. But there is no 
effacement so effective and perman- 
ent a8 that of the tomb. Abdul Ham- 
id doubtless appreciates this, and his 
days and nights must be spiced by an 
uncertainty as to the near future.—

Last Battle Fough. In Great Britain 


While George II. of England was 
engaged in the war of the “Austrian 
Succession,” Charles Edward (called 
the “Young Pretender”), a grandson 
of King James II. of England, landed 
in Scotland, and made two attempts 
to obtain the throne of his ancestors. 
He was victorious in the battle of 
Falkirk; but the Duke of Cumberland 
son of George II., having been recallea 
from the continent to take command 
of the king’s forces, the Pre.ender was 
entirely defeated at Culloden Moor, a 
plain in Scotland, four mile from In- 
verness. This was the last battle 
fought on the island of Great Britain 
(April 16, 1746), and it was also the 
last attempt on the part of the Stuart 
family to recover the throne of Great 
Britain. 

Charles Edward Stuart escaped to 
France after he had wandered for five 
months in the Highlands, pursued by 
his enemies. He died in Rome, Jan. 
30, 1788. 

The Duke of Cumberland gave no 
quarter, The wounded were all slain; 
and the jails of England were filled 
with prisoners, many of whom were 
executed. Among the latter number 
were Lords Balmarino, Kilmarnock, 
and Lovat—Lovat being the last per- 
son who was beheaded in Hngland.

Ottawa has had 
60 tons of this bituminous sand mined 
and sacked. On January 20, 156 teams 
left Athabasca Lanii.g for Fort Mc- 
Murray, 252 miles away, to haul the 
suud to the C.N.R. line at Athabasca. 

This new sand will be tested in Bd 
monton bv City Engineer Latowinell, 
and if the results are satisfactory, it 
will no longer be necessar7 for Can- 
ada to go to Venezuela for its asphalt 
supply. 

The first bituminous serd was 
found on the shores of the Dead and 
Caspian seas, and it was used exten- 
sively in the puilding of the walls of 
Babylon.

INTERESTING LECTURES. 


Mr, Ottewell, head of the Extension 
Department of Alberta University, gave 
the first of the University, Extension 
lectures in the Bassano Presbyterian 
Church last Wednesday cvening. 

The lecturer was introduced by Mr. 
H, 8. Strange, chairman of -the sehool 
board. Mr, Ottewell spoke very berietly 
on the magnitude of thé war and gaye}! 
figures which were staggering, ‘Lhe 
catises fall naturally into two groups, 
One set of conditions might be compared 
to an open barrel of gunpowder. The 
other set was the spark that caused the 
explosion. The second set---the imihed- 
jate causes--;were the ambitions of Aus- 
tria, Servia and Russia, the murder of 
the Archduke of Austria, and the events 
which grew out of these, The underlying 
conditions were'very grave and must in- 
evitably have caused a war, - Germany 
has grown very rapidly from comparative 
insignificance to the position of a world 
power, She has had no serious setbacks 
and has, in consequence, developed a 
very seyere case of swelled head. Ger- 
many belieyed that the ‘other -nuations 
had outlived their usefulness, and should 
make way for younger and more virile 
nations---meaning Germany of course. 
Britain in particular is considered a rob- 
ber state, and the very existence of 
Britain constituted an insurmountable 
obstacle to German ambition . 

For more than a generation che entire 
German school system from the kinder- 
garten to the university has been used 
to develop a particular type of mentality.” 
The Gernians were taught that they were 
the chosen people and that they were 
destined to rule the world, They were 
taught the doctrine that ‘might is 
right,’, A weak nation, by virtue of its 
weakness, was in the wrong if it opposed 
a powerful neighbor. 

Lhe present war will determine wheth- 
er German ‘Kultur’, with its minute 
remulasion of every action of each indi- 
vidual, its iilitaristic ideas, its idea of 
the enormous importance of the state 
and the raid lib worthlessness of the 
individual, shall dominate the world or 
whether the British ideal. of fair play 
and individual liberty shall be preserved. 

The lecturer showed o large number 
of lantern slides showing the effects of 
Germain “kultur’’ at various. points. in 
Belgium and Vrance, — Cities and towns 
in ruins, wrecked dwellings, crowds of 
refugees, etc., are some of the visible 
tokens, Half the population of Belgium-- 
some three million souls---are wandering 
around absolutely destitute and without 
a roof to shelter any one of them at 


night, 

At the close of the lecture Mr.Strange, 
on behalf of the audiemce, thanked Mr. 
Ottewell for a very convincing lecture,
